1 . An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecuting procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed. 
Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute 
the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon skillful preparation and 
prosecution.

2. Claims 1-22 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or operational 
language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a 
complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of 
the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Further the claims have numerous instances of terms lacking antecedent basis. Examples 
from claim 1 are "the entire data set", "the computers main memory", "all geodetic coordinates". 

3. The information disclosure statement filed with the application fails to comply v^th the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because it appears unreadable. It has been 
placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered as to 
the merits. Applicant is advised that the date of any re-submission of any item of information 
contained in this information disclosure statement or the submission of any missing element(s) will 
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be the date of submission for purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based on 
the time of filing the statement, including all certification requirements for statements under 37 
CFR 1.97(e).

Twitchell discloses a G.P.S. location system for mobile phones using the Internet. 

Applicants claims are confusingly written however examiner has attempted to understand them 
and apply the most relevant art.
